Representatives of the Brokers Fight
the Batterworth Bill,

FINANCIAL TEOUBLE PREDICTED

If the Operstions in Futures Are Stopped
by Congress.

THe SENATE AXD THE WORLD'S FAIR

W ASHINGTON, April 11.—An interesting
hesring was held to-day by the House Com-
mittee on Agriculture on Mr. Butterworth’s
bill to prevent dealings in options snd
futures. There were present delegations
from the New York Produce and Cotton
Exchanges, the Chicago Board of Trade,
ana the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, all
of them to protest against the passage of
the bill, which has slresdy been recom-
mended by the committee.

Murray Nelson, one of the Commissioners
©f Oook county, I1l., was the first s er
representing the Chieago Board of Trade.
Mr. Nelson said that the Chicago Board of
Trade, and all exchanges 1n the country,
were in symputhy with the objects of the
bill as expressed in the first section—to
nbolish trading in privileges (*“‘puts and
calls”’) and bucket shop dealings. Butto
enforce the provisions against trades made
jor future delivery of the goods would be to
force out of business small dealers and con-
centrate the trade in the hands of large cap-
nalists who could sfford and were able to
purchase crops sod held them for s rise.

A DISASTER PEEDICTED.

These small dealers act largely as agents
for the farmer and buver both. To stop
sales for future delivery, Mr. Nelson =maid,
would be to interrupt and disarrange the
entire financial system of the country, The
bankers of the country move its crops and
depend upon the transactions of small deal.
ers in country towns for the basis of their
transsctions. He proceeded to explain in
detail the operution by which the grain
reached the market from the produeer, in
which operation the farmer, the local agent,
the broker in the money center and the
banker were all eneaged.

Mr. Nelson repeated that the result of the
bill would be to crush out the small dealers
and place the farmer ut the mercy of the
large capitalist, who can buy cash grain;
but they will buy 2t such a price that they
ean hold it until Gabriel blows his horn
without sustaining loss. In answer toa

uestion by Mr. Allen, of Michigan, Mr.
Nelson said that local banks coula not sup-
plr and conld not get sufficient money to
wove the crops of the country, nor counld
the local dealer or agent. It must be sup-
plied from the money centers.

A PERTINENT QUESTION.

Referring to the taxing section, Mr. Nel-
pon asked why, if the commitiee believed
the business to be honest, a liceuse wans re-
quired? Certainly not for the revenueto
be derived. If the business is to be made a
penal ofiense, why not say so in the first in-
stance, and declare it unlawful in so many
words?

George C. Martin, of the New York Prod-
uee Exchanee, spoke against the bill. He
said that the farmer never before received
#0 great per cent of the value of his crops as
now. Twenty vears ago the costof trans-

orting & bushel of wheat from Chicago to

vew York by lnke and canal was 183§
cents; now the rate is 5 910 cents. It may
be asked, continwed Mr. Martin, why are
prices now so low, why commissions so re-
duced, freights redueed, and the export
trade the largest ever known?

CEOPS TOO LARGE.

In his opinion it was beeavse of the recent
series of large crops from which had been
accumulated in store 200,000,000 bushels of
corn more than ever before in the history of
the country. The merchant bas suffered
losses mlong with the'farmer. In 185 the
commissions on a bushel of cora amonnted
to 21 cents; now the entire erop of the
country was msarketed ona commission of
i cent.  If the bill passes Mr. Martin said
that three-quarters of the export trade of the
conntry would be proseribed.

J. O, Bloss, of the New York Colton Ex-
change, read an argument against the
age of the bill prepared by a committee of
that exchange, prefacing it with a protest
against the bill sigoed by the leadiog bank-
ers of New York, in which they state thet
the passage of the bill wounld work great
damage to legitimate trade, snd that the
banks find their risks of advaoce under the
present svstem of business less than under
the vld. From the argument of the com-
mittee the following extract is made:

XOT 80 VIOLENT.

The effect of tbe trading for future delivery
has been to give the markets of the world a
Jess violent character; have reduced the risks
of merchants and tankers, and st the same
time have secured tothe plantersof cottona
bigher range of walues than was the case be-
fore the existance of the method of trading for
toture delivery, No lsgisiation has J‘etngeeu
able o regulate values of anythiog, avd asa
striking illostration of this fact may be clted
the law which was passed by Congress to pro-
hibit public trading iu gold. The effect of that
legisiation had for the purpose of reducing
the premium on gold. was to advance the price
from § 2010 & 85, The repeal of the law re-
sulted in the imweaiate decline of the price to
that from which it started.

Mr. Bloss was followed by J. W,
Lubouisse, who with General J. J. Hazard,
of Rhode 1sland, and L. F. Berje reore-
sented the New Orleans Uotton Exchange.
He stated that he fully indorsed Mr, Bloss'
stutements, and continuved the argument that
the system of contracts for futore delivery
bad greatly reduced the fluctuations in the
price of eotton. In proof of this he referred
to the conditions surrounding the cotton
crop of 1889, That was the largest one ever
n‘ur.ed in the Tnited States—7,500,000 bales
Yet the fluctuation in prices amounted to
only 1§ cents a pound, and ‘85 per cent of
the crop bas been already moved.

MONEY FOR THE PLANTERS,

The lowest price touched—91 cents—was
in October, nud Mr. Labouisse expressed
the opioion that had it not been ior the
system of eontracts for future delivery, the
placter would have been compelled to take
a cent less at that time. Upon the question
of speculation Mr. Labouisse snid that it
the future contract system was wiped out
the exchanges of New York and New Or-
leans would cease to exist. There are bot
five exchanges in the world where entton
“futures’’ are dealt jn—Liverpool, New
York, New Orleans, Bremen and Havre,
Toelose out New York and New Orieans
would be to trans’er the business o Europe
ana build up the exchange there The
business will go, he said, eotton will be
raised and sold, and if our merchants and
dealers are nol allowed to buy and sell the
dealers in Europe will do so.

In the course of his remarks, M;,
Labouisse asserted that, owing to the pecuiiar
conditions and pecessities of the cotton
trade, the prodocer could not sell directly
to the consumer, even il he wanted to, be-
cause he caunot tell whyt grade his cotton
will be when gathered. He was illustratiog
the modus operandi o! trading by s case in
his own experience, where he had sold to
the tot & Havre broker for a French
cotton mill, & large sumber of bales of
cotton.

JUST THAT EIND,

*“Was the cotton in existence at the time
the trade wus made?’ ssked Chairman
Funston,

*It was not.**

“That is exsotly the kind of transaction
we are reaching aiter,” responded the Chair-
man.,

The proceedings of the commitiee were in-
terrupted by a and nay vote in the
House. Asthe members left the roow they
were engaged in an soimated dixcussion
with the visiting delegations wupon the
merits of the recent failure of Moses Fraley,
the 5t. Louis brokar, who went down under
n too beavy losd of wheat. The committee-
men were srguing that that failure wasa
jm&:uin: of the bill, and the visitors en-
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tion of the general methods or experience of
dealers,

Chairman Funston says that no more
hearings will be bad.

PLANS FOR THE FAIR.

The Srante Propones 1o Have Any Namber
of Celebrations—The Chicage Bill
us Amended ln the
Commitier.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Just before
the Senate adjourned this afternoon Senator
Hawler reported the Worlds Fair bill,
with amendments agreed upos by the com-
mittee. The first one was to section 5, relat-
ing to the acceptance of the site by the
Nationsl Commission, with the provision
that the site and buildings shall be deemed
adequate to the purposes of the exposition
and the further proviso, “That said eom-
mission shall be satisfied that the said ecor-
poration has an actual bons fide and valid
subscription to its eapital stock of at least
£5,000,000."

The amendment inserts after the word
“gtoek,”” the words “which shall secure the
payvment.” The following was proposed as
a new section:

Bection §—The President is hereby em-
powered and direeted to hold a naval review
m New York harbor in April, 1588, and to ex.
tend to foreign nations an invitation to send
ships of war to join the United States navy in
the rendezvons at Hampton Roads, and pro-
ceed thence to said review, The President Is
farther empowered and directed to make ar-
rangements for the unveilling of a satoe of
Christopber Columbus at Washington with ap-
propriate ceremonies and civic and military
parade, under his geperal direction, after said
paval review, and not less than five days be-
fore the opening of said Exposition, and to in-
vite the attendanee therent ot foreign repre-
sentatives.

ENCOURAGING COMMERCE,
Philndelphi Ask Ty ess to Grant Sube-
sidies te Americas Merchant Vessels.

PHILADELPHIA, April 11L—A rather
elimly attended meeting was held to-day in
the Board of T'rade rooms in response to s
call requesting the attendance of business
men at & meeting in the interest of the
passage of the bill now before Congress to
encourage American commerve by giving a
subsidy of 30 cents per ton for every thou-
sand miles of travel by American vessels,
sail or steam, between American and for-
eign ports,

Resolutions were adopted urging the
adoption of the subsidy bill, aad providing
for the appointment of a committee of busi-
ness men of Philadelphia to present the res-
olutions, and “a mem for a line of
steamers from this port to the west coast of
Alrica, to both bouses of Congress for their
action during the present session, and to
urge the passage of the bill reterred to with
such proper restrictions as will secure the
advantages of the same tv our commercial
centers and the country st large.”
